No one could foresee the devasting 
events that occurred on September 1 1 , 
200 1 . First, terrorists hijacked American 
Airlines flight 11, and at 8:48 AM the 
airplane crashed into Tower 1 of the World Trade Center in New York City. Second, 
at 9:06 AM, United Airlines flight 175 flew into the second of the Twin Towers. 
Third, less than hour later, American Airlines flight 77 smashed into a side of the 
Pentagon in Washington D.C. By 1 0:30 AM both towers of the World Trade Center 
had collapsed. Later that same morning, Delta flight 93 crashed into an empty field 
in Pennsylvania. We now know that the plane had been hijacked as well. However, 
this time the terrorists did not fully succeed. The passengers learned about the 
day's events after making contact with their friends and families 
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on the ground. They decided to do something about their situation. "They seized 
the day." Those passengers were able to stop the hijackers from hitting their 
intended target. They unselfishly gave their lives in order to prevent another 
large-scale disaster. The courage they displayed during this time inspires us. It 
reminds us that we, as Americans, must not be afraid. We will never forget their 
bravery nor that of the police and firefighters of New York City, many of whom 
lost their lives. We as everyday citizens have the power to protect and defend our 
country. Through these events all can see the opportunity to work together, from 
strength to strength, in order to improve understanding among nations and make 
the world a more accepting place.

Social Studies 

Social studies is a very essential area of study because 
its purpose is to teach us about the past so that we can 
make wiser decisions for the future.
